U. S. 8 Up to Powers. 

The other powers want the United 

States to join the Genoa conference 
,and aid in the reconstruction of Bu- 
rope, but the administration does not 
intend to commit itself until the atti- 
tude of the powers on matters of more 
immediate concern to America is dis- 
closed. 

The administration also intends to 
delay action until the attitude of 
France toward the Genoa parley is dis- 
closed more definitely. 

The statement of policy made by 
Premier Poincare, in which he an- 
nounced that Germany must make full 
reparation payments, and that France 
could not accept an invitation to Genoa 
unless it was understood in advance 
that the question of German repara- 
tions was not to be discussed, does not 
fit in with the American position. 

Land Armies Vital Angle. 

The United States feels that the 
question of the reduction and limitation 
of land armaments of European na- 
tions should be considered as one of the 
necessary steps in a sincere effort to 
balance national budgets. 

Another feature which is e 
to some officials is the activity of Leon 
Trotzky. The United States is not as 
yet prepared to give official recognition 
to the soviet, and there is doubt as to 
the advisability of America sending her 
representatives to sit in at a confer- 
ence on equal terms with Lenin and 

Trotzky.

‘WABASH AVENUE FOR THE 


SUBWAY. , 

Mike Faherty of the board of local improvements 
wants to build the subway with money raised by 
special | assessments and start it in Clark street. 


The only thing right about Mr. Faberty is that 


he wants to build. The subway ought to be started 
with the $30,000,000 collected for its construction 
and it ought to be started in Wabash avenue. 

Why is it that every city hall functionary takes 


his hat and departs from the meeting as soon as 


any one mentions the $30,000,000 taken from the 
car users to give them a subway? Mention that 
and everybody from Thompson down and up goes 
out to take the air. 

Why Wabash avenue? Frankly Tae TRIBUNE 
has an interest in that routing, but it happens to 
be, we think, the interest of the city generally. A 
subway in Wabash avenue crossing under the river 
between Michigan avenue and State street and pro- 
ceeding north would give transportation to the new 
development where the city is trying to break out 
of the loop. , 
Mr. Wrigley can see the point of this without 
* up into his clock tower, and he is not in bac 
with the city administration. All the property 
owners along Michigan avenue can see it. What 
they need is transportation. and then the offices. 


stores, theaters, and hotels of the city will reach 


northward and the girdle of the loop will be broken. 

Tue TRIBUNE has two shops, one north of the 
river in Michigan boulevard and the other at Dear- 
born and Madison streets. This paper’s interest in 
getting transportation easily available from the 
avenue is apparent. 


Wabash dvenue would be rehabilitated by a sub- 
way. The elevated is :ts disability. The subway 
would be an asset, property owners appreciate. 
It may be possible 40 rid of the elevated struc- 
ture, and that would oy + ane avenue its com- 
plete liberty. 


State street can be carved ‘Sim Wabash avenue. 
Nearly all the big stores on the east side of State 
street have Wabash avenue connections and would 
have direct entrances from the subway. A block's 
walk will not hurt the west side of State street. 

A good many citizens think the loop is the 
greatest detriment to city development. The Wa- 
bash avenue subway would do more than anything 
else to break it up and to give the city growing 
A Clark street subway would not do this so 
rapidl} or so well, because Clark street is not as 
casily developed as North Michigan boulevard and 
us Michigan boulevard, Wabash avenue, and State 
street to the south. 


Transportation is the only thing which can break 
down the loop, shifting currents of travel in other 
directions. The circulation of Chicago will not 
jump dams and work. st the rapids and the 
wocks. It has to work against too many difficulties 
now to permit dt torget out of the loop; New chan- 
nels must be cut. The ‘Wabash avenue subway 
would be a ‘new channel reaching into territory 
which asks only for transportation to develop ra p- 
idly. 


One subway will not give Chicago adequate rapid 
transportation. Clark street probably will have its 
subway and subways will run west, northwest, and 
southwest, with branches and laterals and connect- 
ing lines spreading out fan shaped to reach the 
regions which need them to up. 

New York is a gridiron of subway lines, criss- 
crossing Manhattan and reaching out into the other 
boroughs. Some day Manhattan will be nothing 
but a skyscraper and the homes of New York will 
be in the other boroughs where there is room. They 
are near enough if the transportation is quick 
enough. 

New York is a gridiron now and new construc- 
tion proceeds and is projected. Staten island will 
have its subway connection. Chicago thinks it is a 
hairy chested giant pushing forward through smoke 
and soot to achievement. It is a baby in a peram- 
bulator, The Chicago blah over the Michigan ave- 
nue bridge, against a background of New York 
achievement, sounds as the noise of Possum Creek 
township building a concrete culvert over Honey 
creek. 


This is the do-nothingest congregation of folk 
ever assembled in large numbers in a city. The 
ballyhoo is loud, but there is nothing in the tent 
except a fat baby asleep. 


We believe that the city can make a start if it 
becomes sufficiently ashamed of itself and that if 
it makes a start it will keep on going. 

The start ought to be made in Wabash avenue 
for the reasons stated, and then Chicago’ will be on 
its way toward transportation which will wake the 
city up, build it up, and make it something satisfac- 
tory in the lives of its citizens. At present its 
citizens are a lot of villagers sitting on a fence} 
and reading Thompson's billboards.

WE KNOW THE RULES, CHIEF, MAKE THE 
ROBBERS LEARN EM. 

Dear R. H. L.: Aha! Now we know just how 
to act when requested for our cash, watch, rings, 
etc., thanks to Chief of Detectives Hughes. For 
those persons wishing to learn the rules of the 
pastime I hdve compiled the following: 


It is perfectly natural that the miners do not 
approve any backward step. Neither did the farm- 
ers, nor the manufacturers, nor the railroad work- 
ers or stockholders, nor the coal operators, nor the 
shipyards workers, nor anz one of the hundreds of 
thqusands of men who had good jobs in 1918 and 
1919, but are now tramping the streets, hungry, in 
a vain search for work. But it is just as inevitable 
that they must make this backward step as that. t 
the others were forced to do so. The economic 
forces bearing upon the miners are just as strong 
as those which bore upon the farmers. There is no 
propaganda in that, but an influence beyond the 
control of any group, either of operators or miners. 
The chief reason why the backward step of from 
83 per cent to 60 per cent of the country’s coal pro- 
duction has been taken by the United Mine Workers 
is their government-granted wage scale, which 
raised the price of their product to prohibitive 
heights and replaced it with the product of men 
working at a lower scale. For instance, last week 
the scale for day labor paid\by a leading Connelis- 
ville operator was $2.80, while Illinois. operators 
were paying $7.50 for the same work. The piece 
rate in Illinois was $1.08, and in nonunion fields 
39 cents. It is obvious that the Illinois operator 
will not compete against such lower costs of pro- 
duction. The result is that the Illinois miner works 
one day at $7.50 while the Connellsville miner prob- 
ably works five days for $14. The Illinois miner 
may think he has the best of the bargain, but it 
is somewhat doubtful 3 his wife and children 
think so.

1. Always carry at least $3.50. Robbers hate to 
take less, as it is against the rules of the American 
Highwaymen’s Protective association.

DROP DIETZ AS 
FOOTBALL COACH 


. BY WALTER ECKERSALL. 
Lafayette, Ind., Jan. 20.—[Special.] 
—As a result of the charges made by 
Prof. Leslie J. 
Ayer, chairman of 
the faculty ath- 
letic committee of 
the University of 
Washington and 
Pacific coast rep- 
resentative of the 
National Col- 
legiate Athletic 
association, that 
football players in 
the northwest had 
been offered flat 
salaries to attend 
Purdue univer- 


sity, prompt ac- 
tion has been 
taken by local au- 
thorities. 


The following statement was issued 
today by Acting President Henry W. 
Marshall, Prof. Thomas F. oran, 
chairman of the faculty athletic com- 
mittee, and Nelson A. Kellogg, ath- 
letic director: 

“On Jan. 16 a telegram was received 
from Prof. Leslie J. Ayer of the Uni- 
versity of Washington saying that 
Richard Hanley, as the representa- 
tive of Coach Dietz, had offered finan- 
cial inducements to several high school 
athletes of the Pacific coast to play 
football at Purdue. An investigation 
was immediately started and Prof. 
Ayer was asked to forward informa- 
tion in his possession which might aid 
in this investigation. 


Coach Dietz Admits Charge. 


“A second was received 
from Prof. Ayer, containing informa- 
tion which seemed conclusive. Two 
interviews were held with Coach Dietz, 
in which he admitted the truth of the 
substance of the charge, differing on 
some minor points.” 

Following this statement, Acting 
President Marshall sent the following 
telegram to Prof. Ayer: 5 

“Telegram of yesterday réceived. 
Coach Dietz took steps on his own ac- 
— to build up a private organiza- 
tioh, not knowing where he, would 
coach. He admits he carried on nego- 
tiations for a contract with Purdue 
and two other institutions. His con- 
tract expired Nov. 20, 1921, and we 
were about to renew it when your first 
telegram was received. Purdue does 
not countenance actions indicated in 
your telegram and will not employ 
Dietz, Hanley, or any one else having 
such athletic ideals. Boys mentioned 
in your telegram will not de permitted 
to enter Purdue.” 


Townspeople Interested in Team. 


This whole mess is due to over- 
zealous townspeople who wanted to 
get Purdue out of the football rut in 
which it has struggled for years.: It 
is common gossip in this college 
town that business men and alumni 
had raised a fund of something like 
$12,000 to be used to offer scholarship:

«The business men, being ardent 
gridiron fans, thought they were doing 
the university a service, but a big mis- 
take was made when Coach Dietz wes | 
permitted to dabble in any negotia- 
ms. Richard Hanley, who played 
der Dietz when the latter was coach 
at the University of Washington in 
16, and who afterward was a mem 
her of the Mare Island Marines in 1913, 
With Dietz as the coach, was the Pur- 
due mentor’s agent in the northwest.

“The greatest mistake ot the hu- 
man race today is its failure to eat in 
a manner that will result in the appro- 
priation of all the starches that enter 
‘the mouth. To be appropriated they 
must be converted to reduction sugar 
in the mouth. In that form they are 
easily taken up and converted into 
energy. So the dentist should tell his 
patient, not only of the relative values 
of foods, but the importance of mas 
tication. 

“If we broaden out our work to in- 
clude teaching the proper use of the 
mouth, we can vastly increase human 
life. As an example—but this must 
not be exaggerated into sensatlonal im- 
portance—-proper use of the mouth de- 
velons the jaws and the base of the 
skull. And there in the base of the 
skull is the pituitary body, which, dur- 
ing the war, We discovered plays such 
an important part in our physical con- 
dition. Development of the base of the 
skull permits that body to grow as it 
should and prevents its being confined 
in a harmfully smal) space.”

FOR HALF YEAR 


Washington, Jan. 20.— - 
nary expenses of the government fell 
off by nearly $700,000,000 during the 
first half of the current fiscal year as 
| compared with the same period in 1920, 
while public debt disbursements de- 
creased by about $1,000,000,000, ac- 
cording to a statement issued today 
by the treasury covering financial op- 
erations from July 1 to Dec. 31, 1921. 

During the first six months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year! ordinary expenses oi 
the government aggregated $1,858,000,- 
000, compared with $2,508,000,000 for the 
‘corresponding period of the previous 
year, while public debt disbursements 
totaled $3,078,000,000 as agaimst $4,- 
945,000,000 for the first half of the fiscal 
year of 1920. | 

Expenses for December. 


Ordinary expenses for the month of 


December amounted to $329,765,750, com- 
pared with $324,483,376 in November, 
while public debt disbursements for the 
month aggregated $801,075,680, against 
$88,720,159 in November. 

Of the ordinary expenses for the first 
half of the current fiscal year interest 
on the public debt amounting to $503,- 
000,000 was the largest item, with $271,- 
000,000 for the navy department and 
$144,000,000 for the war department next 
in size. Navy department expenditures 
were $57,000,000 less than for the corres- 
ponding period of the previous year 
while the war department total showed 
a decrease of $298,000,000. 

Largest Item of Disbursement. 


Redemption of certificates of indebted- 
ness in the amount of $2,570,000,000 was 
the largest item of public debt disburse- 
ments for the first six months of the 
current fiscal year, compared with $4,- 
788,000,000 a year ago, while Victory 
notes retired during the current year 
amounted to $366,000,000, as against $20,- 
000,000 for the same months in 1920. 
Liberty bonds of the varying issues re- 
tired during the period aggregated $3%,- 
000,000 compared with $49,000,000 during 
the corresponding months of the previous 
year.
